The fresh air which is 
beneficial to the human system is ex- 


cluded, and the blood becomes _poi- | 


soned. The poison reaches the heart, 
as it did in the case of this young man, 
and the cigarette smoker in time has 
heart disease, which ultimately results 
in death, Some suppose that the 
paper wrappings of cigarettes do the 
mischief, but such is not the case. The 
paper may contain poison, but this 
poison is not as dangerous as the nico- 
tine. It would be a blessing to human- 
ity if some law were passed to suppress 
the manufacture of the deadly cigar- 
ettes.—Demorest’s Monthly.

Spider-web designs are ‘seen on “e 
new winter cloths for cloaks; also rough 
Astrakhan stripes, sunken oval and 
snail-shaped figures and. odd hiere- 
glyphics in lighter shades than that of 
the surface of the cloth. The long 
cloaks are made as raglans, that is,: 
with tight-titting back, loose fronts 
and square sleeves, or else like the 
Irish peasant cloaks, gathered to a col- 
lar or yoke and falling straight to the 
ground, without sleeves 3. 

For short cloaks black jackets will 
be worn with any colored costume 
and the covert. coat, will be seen no 
more. Little plush wraps will be the 
favorite to wear with visiting 
toilets, and black plush will be pre- 
ferred to brown. Those made up 
to match with costumes will be 
of Havana or dead-leaf brown rather 
than seal. The red plush wraps will be 
darker than these worn last year and 
will be rivalled by wraps of emerald 
green, heavily trimmed -with lace and 
passementeries. All the plush wraps 
are small. oes 

The new colored silks are imported 
in curious old Watteau patterns. One 
of dull gray has figures-of gray and 
pink peonies without stems or foliage 
and disposed In. regular lines down the 
breadth, conrected with each other by 
i narrow pink wavy lne. Many of 
these combinations are charming, 
showing olive with bronze and Charles 
pink, blue’ with dull ‘green and red, 
heliotrope with bronze and gold. 

Young ladies will wear white flannel 
all through the win ter for house dresses 
in plaited skirts and jackets with silk 


feather stitching ornamenting -the 
cuffs, collars, revers and hems and 


with many loops .and. cascades of nar- 
row white moire ribbon. Tucking is 
very popular on these white flannel 
gowns and should be done entirely by 
hand, as the machine-stitching is too 
light and makes the- line of stitching 
‘*pull.”’ 

Tucks are seen on most cashmere and 
flannel suits. The leg-o’-mutton sleeves 
are tucked half way from the shoulder 
to the elbow; other tucks are continued 
below the elbow to the wrist. This 
leaves a loose puff about the elbow. 
Costumes for slim women have the 
waists tucked in front from the neck 
half way down and from below the 
bust to the waist, which makes a_ full 
and graceful effect for slender women: 
Many of the skirts are tucked down, to } 
the knee and left full below that. 

Repped silks, such as faille Francaise 
and Bengaline, are combined with vel- 
vet. These are usually made with a 
velvet facing about fifteen inches wide 
at the front of the skirt; the drapery is 
plain and the basque has jacket fronts, 
collar and sleeves of the velvet. A 
charming gown is of Gobelin blue faille 
Francaise with velvet trimmings of a 
deeper tint. One in serpent grecn has 
a polonaise of velvet whose skirts form 
long, smooth panels. Some black Ben- 
galines are trimmed with broad diago- 
nal strips of black velvet ribbon ap- 
plique, being narrower upon the base. 

Wrappers are made with shirred Wat- 
teau plaits, demi-trains and full sleeves. 
The loose fronts have square or pointed 
yokes trimmed with rows of feather 
stitching, as are the cuffs of the full 
sleeves. The fullness is held in by rib- 
bons sewed in under the plait at the 
waist and knotted in front below the 
hips. Surah, cashmere flannel and some 
of the new woolen stuffs are made up 
in this way. For dressing wrappers the 
blanket Jersey flannel, which comes in 
stripes of soft shades of gray and pink 
or blue or gray, is best for the winter 
season, and is most convenient and sat- 
isfactory made in plain princess shapes 
with velvet collar and cuffs—N. F. 
World.
